Obviously the Germans are trying to 
save as many guns as possible, But 
despite this, they lost a considerable 
number today. One smal! British 
formation alone captured two com- 
plete 77 German field batteries since 
yesterday.

WITH THE FRENCH ARMY IN 
RANCE, Aug. 27.—The first French 


army, after beating the Germans 
their battle positions before Roye, 
took the town today and are now pur- 
suing the Germans, who ure in retreat 
on a Mne extending from Hallu to the 
region south of Roye. At 4 
this afternoon Gen. Debeny’s men were 
in the region of MHattencourt, from 
where the line parses just west of Gre- 
mery and Gruny, by Carespuls and to 
the west of Roiglixe and west of Ver- 
pillieres. The French encircling tac- 
tics overcame the new German system 
of defense by the profuse use of ma- 
chine guns. Strongly protected 
heavily armed positions were 
one after the other until the enemy 
was obliged to abandon the first and 
then the second line of defense of 1914, 
upon which he fell back after being 
driven out of Montdidier 

The Germans are now relying on 
their aviators to protect their retreat. 
Their airplanes were out in great num- 
bers today, attacking the pursuing col- 
umns and engaging the French squad- 
rons of observation and pursuit planes.

Crossing the Columbia at Robson, & 
branch of the railway runs south along 
the west bank of the river to Trail and 
Itossland, while the main line rune 
westward, climbing out of the Celum- 
bia valley, in which lies the South 
Arrow lake. Ag the railway risee on 
the mountain side it overlooks a great 
stretch of the lake, showing occasional 
orchards fringing its waters. 

The height of Jand is passed by a 
tunnel. The descent to Christina lake 
and the Kettle river gives a splendid 
view of that lake, and of the town of 
Cascade, on the Kettle river. 

Casca@é and Grand Forks 

There is a canyon and waterfall on 
the Kettle river at this point that gives 
its name to the town. From Cascade 
the Kettle river flows southerly across 
the boundary to join the Columbia, 
From Cascade west to Grand Forks, 
about 14 miles, there are many orch- 
ards and gardens in the valley, The 
town of Grand Forks is embowered in 
trees and shrubbery Near the town {s/ 
the great Granby smelter, which, for 
many years, has extracted the precious 
metals from the ores of the mines at 
Phoenix. The Great Northern railway 
comes up the valley of the Kettle river 
to Cascade and follows it to Grand 
Forks on the Canadian side, Beyond 
Grand Forks the river comes from 
south of the boundary and the Great 
Northern follows up the river.

The Coal Mines 


As the mountains are approached 
coal mines are seen in operation, The 
mines in the Crow's Nest Pass are the 
chief sources of supply in Western 
Canada of\coal for railway and smelt- 
ing purposes, At Coleman a line of 
coke ovens is operated, in close view 
of the railway station ‘ 

The Pass 

Just before the Gap in the moun- 
tains is entered the great slide from 
Turtle Mountain which 4uried a large 
part of the town of Frank, is passed 
through. Right in the Gap is a mili- 
tary sanitarium for tubercular cases, 
The building was formerly a summer 
hotel in connection with the sulphur 


springs, nearby. It has been very 
suitably refitted for its present use. 
Within the Gap are the Blairmore, 


Coleman and McGillivray mines, all 
close to the railway at intervals of a 
few miles. The vailey is wide and 
level. The mountains are not as high 
or as rugged as those along the main 
line in the Kicking Horse Pass, but 
have a beauty of their own. The 
Crow's Nest mountaln with its towers 
or crow's nests gives its uame to the 
pass. The summit elevation of the 
pass Is 4,444 feet, as compared with 
5,326, on the main line. 

West of the summit the elevation 
falls away rapidly and a loop is made 
in the railway to ease the grade. The 
valley is that of a tributary of the 
Elk river. At Michel, where this 
stream enters the Elk river, are im- 
portant coal mines, which are reached 
*y @ branch of the Great Northern, 
and supply that railway with a large 
part of the coal used on its western 
divisions, 

Fernie has the pioneer mines of the 
Crow's Nest Pass. The original town 
was cleared out by fire some years 
ago, so that the present town is mod- 
ern and well built. 

The Kast Kootenay Country 

The Kootenay river is crossed at 
Wardner. There is a considerable de- 
velopment of saw milling between Ier- 
nie and Werdner. There is a very 
large saw mill af the latter place. The 
country west of the river is heavily 
rolling, plain, with mountains bound- 
ing the view in all directions. The 
surface conditions indicate lack of 
rainfall and there are few evidences 
of cultivation in view from the train, 
but there are fruit, grain and stock 
ranches at various points. 

Cranbrook, is the commercial metro- 
polis of the Bast Kootenay country, a 
divisional point on the railway, and 
a trade base for the Kimberly mines. 
It has direct rail connection with the 
main C, P. R. line at Golden by way 
of the Kootenay and Columbia yal- 
leys, which lie in the trough between 
the Rockies and Selkirks. 

There are good motor roads in all 
directions, A road from Lethbridge 
runs through the mountains by way « t| 
Cranbrook to Kootenay Landing. Also 
from Cranbrook to Goiien ani Aron, 
Cranbrook to Spokane. 

The Railway Junction 

West of Cranbrook the railway 
Passes Moyie lake and the St. Wugene 
mine — now abandoned — and follows 
down the Moyie river. At Yahk, ten 
miles from the imernational boundary, 
a branch follows down the river to 
Spokane, Washington. The Caigary| 
sleeper goer on to Spokane, and the 
Medicine Hat sleeper, which connects 
at Lethbridge, goes west to Kootenay 
Landing.

This 
arm becomes the Kootenay river 
again at Nelson and flows on westerly 
to join the Columbia at Robson, 
Practor is on the south side of the arm 
and Balfour on the north side. Proctor 
is the end of steel on the west side of 
the lake, and a freight car-ferry runs) 
from Proctor to Kootenay Landing. | 
At Balfour is a magnificent hotel built 
by the C.P.R,, and now used as a sol- 
diers’ convalescent home. On _ both 
sides of the valley in whieh lie the west 
arm of the jake and the river are or- 
chamis and gardens whioh add to the 
natural beauties of the scenery. 

Nelson a Modern City 

Nelson is the capital of the southern 
interior of British Columbia. It is 
beautifully situated on the slope of the

First View of Okanagan Lake 

There is a smelter at Greenwood, 
but the mines in the vicinity are not 
running at high pressure, and this) 
condition is reflected in the appearance 
of the town. Boundary creek enters) 
the Kettle river at the town of Midway, 
the point at which the river crosses 
the International boundary going 
south, Tho Great Northern railway, 
which has followed up the Kettle river 
through United States territory from 
Grand Forks, reaches the Canadian 
side at Midway and continues west- 
ward along the boundary. The C.P.R. 
turns northerly up the main stream of 
the Kettle river and afterwards fol- 
lows the west branch, in ellmbing to} 
the summit of the mountain ridge | 
that separates the Kettle river from 
the Okanagan. valiey. The grade is} 
steep ‘but the ridge is so ‘high that | 
when the summit is attained the rail-) 
way has reached a point overlooking 
the settioments of Kelowna. For sev- 
eral miles the raftlway skirts the brow 
of the mountain, giving a panoramic 
view of Okanagah lake and Kelowna 
that cannot be surpassed. 

As the railway descciids the westerly 
slope of the mountain the Jake itself 
and the orchard settlements af Peach- | 
land, Summerland, Naramatta and 
Penticton are seen. <A double loop 
occurs in making the descent, so that 
the view is enjoyed from every angle. 

An Ideal Summer Resort 

Penticton is at the southern end of 
Okanagan lake. The benchlands ap- 
proaching the town are covered with) 
well developed orchards. The town 
itself is bright and lively. It is the 
southern terminus for the lake steam- 
ers from Okanagan Landing at the 
northern end of the lake. The railway 
station is at the steamboat wharf, and 
a splendid hotel, the Incola, is close by 
with its wide and tree shaded verandahs 
fronting on the lake at a delightful 
bathing beach. Orchards extend down 
the valley of the Okanagan river after 
it leaves the lake on its way to join the 
Columbla. Dog lake, a few miles 
south of Penticton, fills the valley from 
side to side, and beyond that lake are 
Okanagan falls. The old mining camp 
of Fairview is further down the valley, 
near the boundary Splendid motor 
roads radiate from Penticton in all 
directions, with objectives of interest 
on every one. Penticton is a large 
fruit shipper to outside markets. 

The crop is good this season except | 
in apples, and prices are satisfactory, 
being nearly double those of last year. 
The fruit harvest begins about the 
middle of June with early cherries, 
and continues through the early and 
late varieties of the several fruits un- 


til October. 

From n to Similkameen 

The through train from Nelson 
leaves Penticton in the evening and 
reaches Vancouver the following fore- 
noon, 80 that most of the intervening 
country is passed at night.

This no doubt indicates an inten- 
tion to enforce some greater de- 
gree of discrimination than has 
yet been shown as to films allowed 
to be exhibited, Else women would 
hardly take the responsibility of 
sanctioning the displays. There 
is need of a change in that direc- 
tion.

Why the Rush? 


The Alliance Power Company, it 
is said, will next apply to the city 
for an extension of their lease of 
the city power plant. This seems to 
be the open season for applications 
for extensions of franchise agree- 
ments with the city. Do the com- 
panies concerned think the present 
council looks ‘easier’’ than usual? 
Why the rush about an extension 
of the power plant lease? The 
agreement has still two and a half 
years to run. It will be quite time 
enough to consider an extension a 
year hence. And the Alliance Co. 
and the Hydro Electric Co. are 
understood to be in the nature of 
interlocked interests. That is an- 
other excellent reason for leaving 
the agreement with the Alliance 
Co, as it is. To extend it might 
tie the city’s hands in its dealings 
with the Hydro Company’s appli- 
cation for an extension of time. 


Corroboration 


Hon, N. W. Rowell says that 
when the German offensive was 
under way last spring the British 
found themselves so short of men 
that lads of eighteen years were 
rushed over, with but a few weeks’ 
training, to help stop the rush.

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Conserve Industrial Energy. 


Owing to the increased cost of 
living the miners have been given 
an increase of pay, and owing to 
the increase in the miners’ pay the 
price of coal has gone up. All three 
parties having thus increased their 
income, the balance is more or 
less restored as between the mer- 
chants, the miners and the mine- 
operators. The net result is an in- 
crease in the price of coal to the 
public, 

This increase in the price of coal, 
with similarly-induced increases in 
a hundred other commodities, will 


in process of time constitute an-| Regina Leader 
other increase in the cost of living; } fore 


which will be the basis of another 
demand for more pay for the 
miners ; which will be the basis for 
another boost in coal prices. And 
so on. 

This incident from the mining 
industry illustrates the whole pro- 
cess of industrial and economic 
disturbance that is going on all 
over the country. The wage-earner 
|must have more pay to meet the 
ladvancing cost of living, and the 
employer has to raise the price of 
his product in order to pay the 
higher wages. 

The same process is, of course, 
under way in all other countries, 
modified by regulative action of 
the governing authorities. And be- 
cause Canada is linked up with 
other nations, and not in an iso- 
lated position, government cannot 
stop the process by establishing an 
arbitrary and unchanging scale of 
wages and prices. To attempt that 
would introduce new complications 
and make matters worse. 

Government can, however, inter- 
vene to prevent fraud and unfair- 
ness; to ensure that prices are not 
boosted out of ratio 
crease, and that the increasing cost 
of living is not made an excuse for 
demanding wages out of propor- 
tion. More than that cannot be 
reasonably required; less cannot 
be done without ignoring public 
rights and the interests of the 
State, 

It is necessary, and the country 
has a right to demand, that indus- 
try shall go on without avoidable 
interruption, That cannot be while 
price-boosting is tolerated, The pro- 
| fiteer is the real strike-maker, and 
his activities should be stopped, 
That would not mean that prices 
would not continue to advance— 
they must continue to do so under 
the influence of world prices; nor 
that wages would not have to ad- 
vanee in proportion. But the in- 
tensity of the struggle would be 
lessened,and much energy and time 
now wasted in fighting the com- 
mereial Hun in Canada would be 
spout in productive effort to defeat 
the Hun in Europe.

Canadian Council of Agriculture. 

“The millers are buying grain in the 
three western provinces, and are do- 
ing so in competition with other 
elevator owners who are controlled] 
by the board, both in the buying and} 
selling of grain, while over the millers 
you have no control of the selling of 
the product of the grain, which the 
millers purchase in competition with 
the country elevator buyers. The 
elevator men have to buy grain on a 
maximum of a 6 cents margin. which 
is © very narrow one, and they can 
hardly break even. The millers on the 
other hand can buy at a ematier mar- 
gin than 6 cents and make up their 
loss In the sale of flour and other pro- 
ducts, over which you have no con- 
trol, The selling price of flour should 
be controlled by the same body that 
controle the buying of wheat. S80 
long as the present condition exists, 
you should prohibit the mill elevat- 
ors from competition with the other 
elevator men whom you do control. 
You @o nof control the millers and 
they do not live up to your instruc- 
tions.” 

Mr. Langley said the Roard had 
estimated the yield of wheat for 
western Canada at 130,000,000 bushels, 
It will take 385,000,000 for seed, 40,- 
000,000 for home consumption, leav- 
ing 60,000,000 for export.
